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Council recruit more wardens after road safety rethink 

LOLLIPOP PATROL 
BACK IN DEMAND

COUNCIL bosses are recruit¬ 
ing for school crossing pa¬ 
trols in Dudley - a year after 
considering axing their fund¬ 
ing. 

Back then Dudley Council claimed 
it could no longer afford to pay for so 
many lollipop wardens and insisted 
schools stump up the cash. 

But protests forced them into a U-turn over 
plans to slash numbers. 

A safety review had found 70 per cent of 
patrol sites in the borough did not meet na¬ 
tional guidelines, boosting the council’s case 
to axe funding. However, campaigners raised 
a 20,000-strong petition and demonstrated 
against the warden cuts. 

A Freedom of Information request revealed 
the number of lollipop men and women in Dud¬ 
ley had fallen by nearly a third. 

Figures showed there were 77 crossing war¬ 
dens in the borough in 2016 - down from 111 
in 2012. They also revealed that the number of 
sites patrolled had fallen from 125 to 80. The 
downward trend was mirrored by authorities 
across the Midlands. 

Report 

The future of lollipop patrols remained 
uncertain when an independent report last 
November recommended that the council pri¬ 
oritise implementing 20mph zones outside its 
schools. 

A meeting to discuss the issue failed to draw 
any conclusions but earlier this year the coun¬ 
cil committed to fund the service for the next 
three years. 

Now the council has announced it is looking 
to recruit in 13 locations across the borough. 

A post on their website described the work 
of lollipop wardens as ‘valued roles in the com¬ 
munity’. 

Anyone interested is invited to get in touch 
for an informal chat and to find out more.

All posts are permanent and those selected 
will be starting work with the new school term 
in September. 

Wardens are needed at sites in Halesowen, 
Dudley, Stourbridge, Quarry Bank, Kingswin- 
ford and Netherton.

business rates bill. This levy is used to de¬ 
velop projects which will benefit trade in the 
local area. The BID manager’s role involves 
working closely with the wide variety of busi¬ 
nesses, as well as creating events and projects 
that will support the town’s economic growth. 

Mrs Howard said: “I’m thrilled to be of¬ 
fered this role. As a local business owner, I 
know first hand the day-to-day issues that 
most of our businesses face.” 

Mrs Howard will liaise with key organisa¬ 
tions such as the police and Dudley Council 
on upcoming projects. She will also work 


closely on issues highlighted by the town’s 
businesses, including security and improving 
footfall. 

Mrs Howard added: “I believe we can in¬ 
crease footfall and stimulate investment into 
the area and my main objective as BID man¬ 
ager will be to support local business and en¬ 
hance the reputation of our town”.

Rickardo Wilson, aged 50, from Cin¬ 
der Bank, pleaded not guilty to her 
murder when he appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Monday. He 
was remanded in custody until his trial 
at Stafford Crown Court on July 2.

Transplant Games will not only show 
the huge benefits that organ donation 
gives to both recipients and donor fam¬ 
ilies but also show all that Birmingham 
has to offer as a great city with world 
class facilities.”

PM gives Windrush 
apology on factory visit

THE Prime Minister has 
apologised to Black Country 
grandmother Paulette Wil¬ 
son in the wake of the Win¬ 
drush scandal. 

Jamaica-born Mrs Wilson, from 
Wolverhampton, was threatened 
with deportation and locked up 
in an immigration centre, de¬ 
spite having lived in the UK for 
50 years. 

On a visit to Dudley, Theresa May 
said she was sorry for Mrs Wilson’s 
treatment and vowed to ensure that 
everybody from the Windrush gener¬ 
ation received the official documents 
they need. 

The Government has been accused 
of ‘institutional racism’ over its immi¬ 
gration policy, which has seen some 
Commonwealth citizens and their 
children denied welfare support and 
threatened with expulsion despite 
legally living in Britain for decades. 

Mrs Wilson, 61, was told in Jan¬ 
uary that she could stay in the UK. 
She had been branded an illegal im¬ 
migrant in 2015 and spent a week 
detained in Yarl’s Wood immigration 
removal centre last October. 

Sorry 

The Prime Minister visited Neth- 
erton office furniture manufacturers 
Boss Design where she chatted with 

workers and took a tour of the firm’s 
site in Boss Drive. 

She said: “Of course I am sorry to 
Paulette for what has happened, as 
I’m sorry to anybody from the Win¬ 
drush generation who has had a bad 
experience or who is anxious because 
of what has happened.” 

She added: “The Windrush genera¬ 
tion helped to build this country and 
they have a right to be here. They are 
British, they are part of us. 

“When they came over the Govern¬ 


ment at the time did not give them 
documents to show their right to be 
here. We need to address that situa¬ 
tion. 

“Many people now have docu¬ 
ments, but the Home Office has set 
up a special team so anybody from 
the Windrush generation who is 
worried should get in touch with the 
Home Office. 

“They are their to work with them 
to ensure they get the documents 
they need. This is a generation that is 


part of us, they are British, they have 
contributed to this country. I want 
everybody to be reassured about that 
and I’m sorry for the anxiety that has 
been caused.” 

Mrs Wilson, who arrived in Britain 
in 1968 and has worked all her life, 
received a letter telling her she was 
an illegal immigrant last year. The 
Home Office say she was granted 
indefinite leave to remain once she 
‘made the correct application and 
provided evidence of her residency 


in the UK’. Mrs May has said those 
of the Windrush generation treated 
unfairly by the Home Office would be 
compensated ‘where appropriate’. 

The Prime Minister met machinists 
and other workers at Boss Design, 
posing for a selfie with technician 
upholsterer Derek Whitehouse. Boss 
Design manufactures and supplies 
furniture for commercial use, includ¬ 
ing the presenters’ seats currently 
used on the set of TV’s Match Of The 
Day. 


Councils and 
police find 
suspected 
child slaves 

MORE than 20 suspected child victims 
of human trafficking and slavery were 
picked up by councils in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire in three months. 

In total, 23 children were referred 
to the UK Human Trafficking Centre 
(UKHTC) by the authorities from Sep¬ 
tember to December - up from 13 in the 
three months before. 

The figures from the National Crime 
Agency show that, out of the 23 victims, 
10 were referred from Sandwell Council, 
five from Stafford borough and four from 
Wolverhampton. Two came from Walsall 
Council and one from both Staffordshire 
County Council and Dudley Council. 

West Midlands Police referred 10 chil¬ 
dren and Staffordshire Police three. 

The councils and police pass on the 
people to the UKHTC to determine if 
they are a victim of human trafficking 
or slavery. While inquiries are made, the 
person is kept in a safe house. 

If a victim, they are then allowed to 
stay in the UK for a year, so long as they 
co-operate with the police. An applica¬ 
tion can be made with the Home Office 
to stay longer. 

Sandwell Council has recently intro¬ 
duced a policy in a bid to help protect the 
vulnerable to exploitation. An awareness 
conference was held in Oldbury. 

Singer says no 
to the bullies 

SCHOOL pupils in the region were vis¬ 
ited by a singer spreading an important 
message about anti-bullying. 

Students at Ormiston Sandwell Com¬ 
munity Academy in Oldbury and George 
Salter Academy in West Bromwich were 
treated to a performance from 21-year- 
old singer Asher Knight. 

Asher, from Bradford, is touring 
schools across the country as part of an 
anti-bullying campaign in partnership 
with children’s charity Barnardos. 

The singer also discussed his own ex¬ 
periences of bullying. 

Jemima Waltho, from the Ormis¬ 
ton Academies Trust which runs both 
schools, said: “It is incredibly moving 
what he has to say on the subject and 
his recent performances were fantastic.”

Sandwell is top for 
police stop and search 


MORE people were questioned by 
police under stop and search pow¬ 
ers in Sandwell than any other bor¬ 
ough in the Black Country. 

Officers used the powers on 1,104 occa¬ 
sions across the borough in 2017/18. Out 
of those, 17.5 per cent led to an arrest. 
Elsewhere in the Black Country, Wol¬ 
verhampton saw 1,030 occasions of the 
powers being used, Walsall 745 and Dud¬ 
ley 499. Across the force the number was 
12,284 - a fall from 64,000 in 2011/12. 

Chief Superintendent Chris Todd revealed 
the figures at a meeting of West Midland’s 
strategic policing and crime board, which took 
place on Tuesday. 

He said: “We made a concerted effort from 
2011/12 into the addressing the use of these 
intrusive powers across the West Midlands 
Police. 

“It was found through inspection that 
around 27 per cent records did not meet the 
requirements at that time which would demon¬ 
strate unlawful use of those powers.” 

But he said the picture has improved. 

Commissioner 

A recent inspection by Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spectorate of Constabulary and Fire & Rescue 
Services found just three out of 200 stop and 
searches were ‘less than satisfactory’. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “In the West Mid¬ 
lands we have reduced the number of stop and 
searches whilst also increasing the number of 
arrests. 

“Our intelligence-led approach has reduced 
disproportionately and meant that officers are 
focusing their efforts much more effectively 
than they were five years ago. 

“With fewer officers, we must ensure they’re 
using the time as effectively as possible.” 

Mr Jamieson said the force’s approach has 
improved efficiency. 

He added: “It is an issue that we are con¬ 
stantly looking at to see if we can improve fur¬ 
ther. Stop and search is a useful tool, but must 
be used properly.”

A TEAM of firefighters are on 
top of the world after conquering 
the world’s highest mountain but 
without leaving the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

The 10-strong crew from Blue 
and Green Watches at Haden 
Cross fire station climbed the 
equivalent of 8,848 metre Mount 


Everest by repeatedly scaling lad¬ 
ders in a charity challenge at the 
Merry Hill shopping centre and 
had enough energy to go higher. 

After completing the sev¬ 
en-hour marathon on Saturday, 
which took place outside Deben- 
hams, firefighter Matt Crawford 
said: “We smashed Everest. We 


thought it would take us six hours 
but did it in under five. We car¬ 
ried on for a full seven hours be¬ 
cause people were still donating 
money.” 

They had hoped to raise around 
£1,000 but are likely to have col¬ 
lected four times that for the Fire 
Fighters Charity.

That leaves just over 
two years for the centre to be built, so 
it is ready to host trial events in 2021. 

impact helps 6,000 
youngsters into work 

A SERVICE in the Black Country has 
helped thousands of young people into 
work or training, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

The figures show that Black Coun¬ 
try Impact has helped more than 6,000 
16 to 29-year-olds since its launch in 
2016. 

It offers help to young people in 
Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton who are currently not in 
employment, education or training. 
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«17 new animal 
cruelty cases 
reported daily 

MORE than 6,000 complaints about 
animal cruelty were investigated in 
the West Midlands last year with 17 
cases reported every day, new figures 
show. 

It makes the region the fourth 
worst in the UK, with only Greater 
London, Greater Manchester and 
West Yorkshire with a poorer record 
for animal welfare. 

The figures have been released as 
part of the RSPCA’s annual cruelty 
statistics, which show that, nation¬ 
ally, 141,760 complaints about animal 
cruelty were investigated in 2017. 

Cases investigated by the RSPCA 
in the West Midlands last year in¬ 
cluded a dog beaten by his owner near 
a canal, a dog tied up in a bin bag and 
left to die at the side of a road and a 
terrier weighing 2kg found with its 
coat heavily matted in dreadlocks. 

The most calls received related to 
dogs (3,826), followed by cats (1,817) 
and then horses (342). Some 6,216 
concerns in all were reported. 

Rebecca Cooper, the RSPCA’s chief 
inspector for the West Midlands, said: 
“It is shocking that people can be ca¬ 
pable of such deliberate brutality to¬ 
wards animals but equally it drives us 
on to ensure that perpetrators of ani¬ 
mal cruelty are put before the courts. 

“We are very grateful to everyone 
who takes the time to raise concerns.”

We are trying 
now to get the final amount of money. 

“It has been going on for a long time 
now but this has not put a spanner 
in the works. The Crowdfunder hap¬ 
pened when everyone was in mourn¬ 
ing over Cyrille and the focus was on 
the devastating loss of one of Albion’s 
greatest ever players. “ 

He added: “The club have got their 
own views on the statue but the situ¬ 
ation remains that we are still falling 
short of the money needed. 

“We have actually got the statue 
ready to put together and all the work 
has been completed. There is a site al¬ 
ready set in New Square in West Bro¬ 
mwich.” 

Sculptor Graham Ibbeson’s 10ft 
high statue would be a permanent 
tribute to the three players.

A THIEF who pocketed almost £1,000 
in around an hour with three cash 
snatches in different Aldi stores be¬ 
fore a car chase is starting a two year 
and eight month jail sentence. 

Paul McMullen returned to crime 
three weeks after being released on 
licence from his previous prison term, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 37-year-old, who has commit¬ 
ted 89 separate crimes, struck first 
at the Kidderminster branch of the 
supermarket chain on February 10, 
prising open the till at an unoccupied 
checkout while staff were distracted 
by an accomplice, explained Mr How¬ 
ard Searle, prosecuting.

Plans for 
Royal not 
what doc 
ordered 

THE £25 million scheme to redevelop 
Wolverhampton’s Royal Hospital has re¬ 
ceived a lukewarm reception from His¬ 
toric England, the quango set up to safe¬ 
guard our architectural heritage. 

The plans would see the Grade II listed 
building turned into 53 flats, but the main 
bone of contention is the proposal to 
knock down the former nurses’ quarters, 
dating back to 1910. 

Personally, I find the idea of turning this 
majestic building into a block of flats a bit 
underwhelming. With a little imagination, 
could it have become a leisure quarter, 
packed with stylish restaurants, bars and 
specialist boutiques? 

On the other hand, the hospital has 
been empty for 20 years, and it would be 
a tragedy if it were to fall into further de¬ 
cline. Perhaps we should be pragmatic. 
Maybe the nurses’ home could be moved 
to the Black Country Museum. 

Historic England’s concerns emerged 
the same week as the same group 
launched a debate on whether or not we 
should demolish Nelson’s Column, even 
producing an excruciating graphic of the 
monument being smashed by a wrecking 
ball. So while Historic England is worried 
about a disused nurses’ home it thinks 
there is a valid argument for knocking 
down one of Britain’s most recognisable 
landmarks. Good to know it’s got its fin¬ 
ger on the pulse.

WHILE politicians bicker like kids about 
the Windrush scandal, I fear the real point 
is getting lost. 

The landing cards which would have 
provided the necessary evidence to pre¬ 
vent the debacle had been stored in a 
basement for decades.

THE Tories are already bracing themselves for 
some catastrophic results at the local elections. 
But, conversely, this poll could well provide the 
beleaguered Jeremy Corbyn with his biggest 
personal boost since he became leader of the 
Labour Party. Equally, dire results could lead to 
further mumbling among Tory MPs about the 
quality of Theresa May’s leadership. But, be 
warned: Local authority polls rarely reflect with 
any accuracy at all the prevailing national mood 
of politics, whatever the victorious candidates 
may tell you after the event.These elections are 
invariably used by supporters of the prevailing 
Government to deliver a ‘buck-up-your-ideas’ 
kick in the pants, painful enough to give minis¬ 
ters a warning that they’d better do better - or 
else - without actually toppling them. So, before 
the first week of May is out, we are likely to see 
considerable tracts of the land on the political 
map changed from blue to red, as Labour seem 
likely to gain seat after seat, largely at the ex¬ 
pense of the Tories. 

ALTOGETHER a grim prospect for Mrs May. 
The outcome could have a bearing on her polit¬ 
ical future. And what of the Liberal Democrats? 
The party came close to being wiped off the 
face of Westminster in the past two years, but 
the gruff leader, Sir Vince Cable, sees sunlit up¬ 
lands ahead. They will probably pick up a few 
seats here and there, but as for the massive re¬ 
vival he hopes for? Forget it.

VOTERS across the bor¬ 
ough will head to the 
polls next week for a cru¬ 
cial round of local elec¬ 
tions. 

The balance of power in 
Dudley is on a knife edge, 
with the Conservatives cur¬ 
rently controlling the author¬ 
ity thanks to an alliance with 
UKIP 

The town is considered a key 
marginal, and although the reds 
and the blues will again jostle for 
leadership, it is the purple party 
that held sway following last 
year’s elections. 

On May 3 a total of 24 seats 
are up for grabs - including five 
of UKIP’s six seats on the council 
- in a poll that could see control 
change hands yet again. 

Labour currently hold 35 seats, 
the Tories have 28, UKIP has 
six, and there is one independent 
councillor. 

The Tories will defend seven 
seats to Labour’s 10. 

Two seats are vacant. Voters 
will head to the polls in Coseley 
East, where UKIP’s Star Ander- 
ton stood down earlier this year, 
and Halesowen South, the seat 
vacated by Conservative Nick 
Gregory. 

The leaders of the two main 
parties will go before voters. 

Tory council leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley defends his King¬ 
swinford South seat, and Labour 
group leader Pete Lowe is up for 
Lye and Stourbridge North. 

The election also sees former 
Mayor and Labour council leader 
David Sparks step down after 
four decades in local government. 


Some big names 
leave Sandwell 
Council in May 

VOTERS head to the polls in Sandwell next week for the 
latest round of council elections. 

Labour currently holds 67 out of 72 seats on Sandwell 
Council, with the four out of the five independent council¬ 
lors being candidates from the red party when they were 
elected. There are 26 seats on the council up for election 
this year, 23 of which are held by Labour. The successful 
candidate in each ward will serve for the next four years. 

Two seats are up for grabs in St Paul’s. Babu Bawa is up 
for re-election, and there will be a by-election for the seat 
vacated by Preet Gill, who has stood down to focus on her 
work as the Labour MP for Edgbaston. It is a similar situ¬ 
ation in Greets Green and Lyng, where Gurcharan Sidhu’s 
resignation has prompted a by-election. 

Some big names are on the way out. Richard Marshall 
quit in Smethwick and Mahboob Hussain (independent La¬ 
bour) is out in Oldbury. Current mayor Ahmadul Haque, 
who represented Tipton Green for 22 years, was deselected 
by Labour. The 86-year-old said: “I have always tried to 
serve the whole of the local community as best I can.” Mr 
Haque says he plans to continue working as a community 
activist in the ward. Labour has picked Yaseen Hussain to 
contest the seat in his place. 

In Wednesbury North, Tony Meehan, who was elected 
in 2014, is not standing this time. Philip Garrett, who left 
UKIP last year and has since served as an independent, is 
standing down in Princes End.In Bristnall Steven Frear, 
has decided to draw the curtain on his 12 year stint.

A CANCER survivor who received a 
life-saving bone marrow transplant from 
her brother has launched a musical cam¬ 
paign to help others. 

Beatrice Edwards was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma, one of the most 
common cancers among 13-to-24-year-olds, 
just two weeks before her 18th birthday. 

She underwent several unsuccessful 
chemotherapy treatments before being told 
she would need a life-saving bone marrow 
transplant. 

Now 22, the university student has 
launched a music-based campaign - which 
came to West Bromwich on Saturday on its 
latest leg. 

“I had to drop out and put my A-levels on 
hold,” said Beatrice of the time she found 
out her diagnosis, now in her final year 
studying for a media degree at Birming¬ 
ham City University. She wants to help 
raise awareness of the importance of reg¬ 
istering to give bone marrow as more than 
70 per cent of sufferers rely on complete 
strangers for donations. 

Beatrice says she was one of the lucky 
ones as her brother was a perfect donor 
match. 

She has started her campaign by encour¬ 
aging members of an orchestra she plays 
in, The People’s Orchestra, to join the stem 
cell register and to hold a concert at West 
Bromwich Town Hall in support of the 
campaign. She also wants to raise aware¬ 
ness of the Anthony Nolan and DKMS 
Foundation stem cell trusts.

‘superstar’ 
Mylee, aged 8 

MOURNERS lined the streets to say good¬ 
bye to tragic schoolgirl Mylee Billingham. 

The funeral of the eight-year-old, who 
was stabbed to death in Brownhills, saw 
hundreds of well-wishers fill St James 
Church and others stand outside. 

Mylee died in hospital following the at¬ 
tack in Valley View on January 20.

Floral tributes were left at the church 
where the funeral was held yesterday. An 
emotional service, which was led by the 
Reverend Dave Bishop, heard how Mylee 
had made a ‘big impact’ on all those who 
knew her. 

Afterwards the Rev Bishop said: “It’s 
never easy doing a funeral, especially 
given the age of Mylee and the manner of 
her death. But I think it was great to see 
her whole family there and the community 
come together to celebrate her life.” 

During the service he said: “So we are 
all here today filled with a mixture of emo¬ 
tions - to remember a young lady who lived 
her life to the full.” 

Mylee loved dancing and among the trib¬ 
utes placed outside the church, was one 
addressed to ‘Our little superstar’. 

Mylee’s father William Billingham has 
been charged with her murder.

In a heartbreaking video 
posted online from his hospital bed just 
days before his death, Mr Ubiaro said 
cancer was the ‘toughest thing’ he had 
ever had to face. 

It left his sons Khariis, Josiah, Cairo, 
Ramiyah and Macaiah facing a future 
without either of their parents and with 
the possibility they would be split up 
and taken into foster care. 

But Gift, 33, and his 36-year-old Zi¬ 


yanda partner decided to do whatever 
they could to allow the boys to stay to¬ 
gether as a family unit. That involved 
Gift quitting his degree at university in 
Liverpool and transferring to a crimi¬ 
nology and law course at the University 
of Wolverhampton. 

While Ziyanda, who is now pregnant, 
also left a full-time job to move south to 
look after the boys. 

The couple have now been honoured 
with this year’s Pride of Tipton award. 

Gift explained: “They grew up to¬ 
gether as a family. I didn’t want them

Work at super-hospital 
is set to resume in June

WORK to finish building the Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital could 
begin in June, with the Smethwick 
super-hospital opening to patients 
in 2020. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the 
Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, said any further delay to the hos¬ 
pital would impact on the quality of care 
provided by the trust. 

The hospital was due to open next year, 
combining acute and emergency services at 
Sandwell General Hospital and City Hospital 
in Birmingham But the collapse of Carillion 
stopped work at the site in January, with the 
project two-thirds complete. 

Work will remain at a standstill until a con¬ 
tractor is chosen by The Hospital Company - a 
stakeholder in the project - a move that will 
add £125m to the £350m hospital bill. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street revealed 
Swedish construction firm Skanska had been 
identified as the preferred new contractor. 

Mr Lewis said: “What we really need to do 
now is get a contractor on site and get rebuild¬ 
ing. Obviously our PFI partner (The Hospital 
Company) has been seeking to do just that and 
they are moving toward their final proposals 
and those things need to be evaluated against 
all of the options. 

“Every month of delay adds to the risk of 
quality in terms of what we are able to do. It 
is entirely possible to see people mobilising on 
the site in June. That sort of late-spring time¬ 
table is consistent with opening in 2020.” 

Underbid 

The £125m increase in the cost of the project 
was down to three factors, said Mr Lewis. It 
had spiralled because of inflation, the prospec¬ 
tive reassigning to new builders and the fact 
Carillion had underbid for the work. 

But he stopped short of criticising the failed 
construction firm, which had 80 people work¬ 
ing at the site. Sixty of those have been made 
redundant. 

He said: “I’m not going to make any per¬ 
sonal criticism of individuals, clearly the col¬ 
lapse of Carillion was a tragedy for the local 
economy and responsibility for that is being in¬ 
vestigated. We worked really well with them.” 

Out of the remaining 20 workers from Caril¬ 
lion, 17 are now paid for by the receivers PwC, 
while three have transferred to The Hospital 
Company, which holds a stake in the construc¬ 
tion project. A team of 15 security guards keep 
watch on the towering site. The shell of the 
building is complete and much of the fitting 
for some departments, including the A&E and 
maternity wards, have been done.

‘Brilliant’ Black Country business festival backed

He joked about having had just two hours 
sleep the night before - his daughter Alice was 
born just 13 days ago - and said: “I’m on pa¬ 
ternity leave, but I had to be here.” 

And he recalled how he had been pictured, 
aged just 12, pulling pints at the Bottle & 
Glass pub at the museum back in 1981 when 
it was first opened by his father, then Mayor 
of Dudley.

Mr Griffiths also hailed the £20 billion con¬ 
tribution the growing Black Country made 
to the UK economy, and spoke of the impor¬ 
tance of businesses getting together at events 
throughout the festival to share best practice 
and improve productivity.

Lost jobs see Carillion toll pass 2,200 - official receiver 


THE jobs toll from the collapse of Carillion has 
now soared past 2,200 with another set of re¬ 
dundancies announced by the Official Receiver. 

This week another 133 jobs have been saved 
with work transferred to new contractors, but 
59 people are being let go. 

The Wolverhampton-based group collapsed 
into compulsory liquidation in mid-January, 
causing chaos across hundreds of its construc¬ 
tion and services contracts nationwide. Work 


has been suspended at the £350 million Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital since Carillion’s 
collapse, and it caused weeks of delays to the 
£700m Paradise redevelopment in Birmingham 
city centre. 

But scores of contracts in the private and 
public sector have now been snapped up by new 
companies, preserving the jobs of more than 
11,000 former Carillion workers. 

A spokesperson for the Official Receiver said 


on Monday: “A further 133 jobs have been 
saved with employees transferring to new 
suppliers who have picked up contracts that 
Carillion had been delivering. This takes the 
number of employees who have been found se¬ 
cure ongoing employment to more than 11,000. 

“Regrettably 59 employees whose positions 
are no longer required as Carillion’s business 
transfers to new suppliers will leave the busi¬ 
ness.” 


In total 11,093 jobs have been saved so far, 
and 2,221 have been lost. More than 3,700 peo¬ 
ple remain in limbo, currently retained by the 
Insolvency Service and its special managers, 
accountants PwC, to enable Carillion to deliver 
the remaining services it is providing for public 
and private sector customers.

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“'Despicable' 
crooks in 
charity con 

SUSPECTED crooks have been pos¬ 
ing as fundraisers for one of the Black 
Country’s most-loved charities. 

A warning has been issued after the 
would-be fraudsters knocked on doors 
claiming to be raising money for the 
Beacon Centre for the Blind. 

Police are now investigating after 
‘despicable’ reports of people going 
door-to-door in aid of the charity who 
tried to encourage people to start di¬ 
rect debits. 

Beacon Centre bosses have said 
they do not fundraise on the doorstep 
and have urged homeowners to report 
any suspected fraud to West Midlands 
Police. 

The charity, which has bases in 
Sedgley and Stourbridge, supports 
visually impaired people across the 
Black Country. 

Sedgley ward councillor Michael 
Evans branded the alleged con artists 
as ‘disgraceful’ and warned residents 
- particularly vulnerable and elderly 
people - need to be on their guard. 

Councillor Evans said: “I think this 
kind of behaviour is totally unaccept¬ 
able. A lot of people would not hesi¬ 
tate to help the Beacon Centre for the 
Blind which is a fantastic and much¬ 
loved charity. 

“The Beacon Centre has been going 
for such a long time and does tremen¬ 
dous work - for somebody to use its 
name for these purposes is disgrace¬ 
ful. If the police catch these people 
then they should throw the book at 
them - it is despicable.” 

A Beacon Centre spokesman said: 
“We have had reports of fake door- 
to-door fundraisers who are asking 
people to sign up to direct debits to 
support the Beacon Centre. 

“Beacon does not fundraise door- 
to-door. Please report any suspected 
fraudulent activity to the police.”

A SENIOR counter-terrorism officer has been sacked after 
secret documents were stolen from his car has been sacked 
but he will keep his pension. 

West Midlands Assistant Chief Constable Marcus Beale’s pension became ac¬ 
tive just two weeks before the decision to dismiss him. He will receive a tax free 
lump sum thought to be around £215,000. The sacking decision by Chief Con¬ 
stable Dave Thompson was on recommendation of a disciplinary panel, which 
found him guilty of gross misconduct. 

ACC Beale, aged 54, had left the 
classified documents, which included 
minutes from a high-level counter-ter¬ 
ror meeting, in a briefcase in his car. 

He parked the vehicle at a train sta¬ 
tion while on a weekend away and at 
a supermarket while shopping. The 
theft was discovered by Mr Beale at 
a service station, five days after being 
given the documents. 

Serious 

Mr Thompson said: “The conduct 
in this case is a serious criminal con¬ 
viction for improperly caring for docu¬ 
ments. I agree (with disciplinary panel 
decision) that the misconduct in this 
case is serious and is very likely to un¬ 
dermine public confidence in policing.” 

Mr Beale, who was to retire on April 
28, pleaded guilty last year to an of¬ 
fence under the Official Secrets Act, 
and was fined £3,500. 

Mr Beale’s counsel, John Beggs QC, 
had argued his dismissal would have 
been ‘merely symbolic’ in light of im¬ 
minent retirement. Mr Beggs said: 

“Mr Beale’s response to this ghastly 
realisation (that documents had been 
stolen) was swift, professional, selfless, 
and imbued with the characteristic 
that runs through him like Brighton 
rock - honesty and integrity.” 

He read testimonies on Mr Beale’s 
character from high-profile names 
including national lead for coun-

ter-terror policing, Mark Rowley, and 
Birmingham City Council leader Ian 
Ward. He added: “Having regard to 
this officer’s particular contribution 
to policing, the chief constable would 
be entitled to conclude that dismissal 
is not necessary for the maintenance 
of public confidence in policing.” 

But Mr Thompson dismissed him, 
following the recommendation of the 
disciplinary panel, after finding him 
guilty of gross misconduct. 

Mr Beale was fined £3,500 after 
pleading guilty to failing to safeguard 
information under the Official Secrets 
Act at magistrates court.

Simon filmed their adven¬ 
ture, uploaded the video to 
YouTube and woke up to 
messages, tweets and his 
phone ringing off the hook. 

But despite landing a re¬ 
cord deal, a Pride of Britain 
award, more than £130,000 
raised for The Alzheimer’s 
Society and a top 10 single, 
Simon was still ‘losing’ Ted. 

He said: “I wanted to 
tell our story of dementia. 
We had a bad few years 
with dad’s aggression and 
violence after he was di¬ 
agnosed. I also wanted to 
write about how it affects 
the carers.” 

Set in the heart of the 
Black Country just before 
the Second World War, 
and written with the help 
of Ted’s friends and fam¬ 
ily, The Songaminute Man 
recalls a boy who became a 
gutsy and fiercely loyal man. 

It recalls a childhood of 
sleeping top-to-toe, ration¬ 
ing, adventure in the woods 


and making-do-and-mend- 
ing, a close-knit commu¬ 
nity, and a life-long passion 
for music.lt is a celebration 
of the man Ted was, and a 
powerful and moving ac¬ 
count of caring for a loved 
one. Simon added: “I didn’t 
just want to write about dad 
and his dementia. It was im¬ 
portant for me to tell his full 
story.” 

Ted was a performer 
throughout his life - he was 
a Butlin’s Redcoat and then 
travelled around the coun¬ 
try singing in clubs. 

Simon said: “He worked 
in factories, but did promo¬ 
tions at Walsall football club 
and then gigging with Mid¬ 
lands group The Star liners. 
I interviewed his old band- 
mate Ben Beards who lives 
in Bilston. 

“I decided to write his 
entire life story to basically 
show who he was, where he 
came from, his hopes and 
fears, passions and loves be¬ 
fore the Alzheimer’s struck. 
I guess the book is also my 
own personal therapy, you 
could say Alzheimer’s took 
dad away but it also brought 
him back in that it gave me 
the opportunity to discover 
who he really was and what 
made him tick. The only 
tragedy is that he will never 
truly understand how many 
fans he has.”

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Boss says action 
has been taken to 
improve A&E care 


HOSPITAL bosses say vast improvements have been 
made at the urgent and emergency care at Russells Hall 
Hospital. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, has responded after a damning ap¬ 
praisal from the Care Quality Commission (CQC) con¬ 
cluded the trust needed to improve and raised concerns 
about A&E care. 

Mrs Wake said they were disappointed by the findings 
of the CQC report but a Dudley improvement and com¬ 
prehensive action plan had been put in place. 

She said: “We are hoping to get to a point in the next 
few weeks where we can invite inspectors to come back 
into the trust. We feel we have put actions in place and 
we are much better. We are really disappointed by the 
findings of the CQC for the emergency department. We 
were inspected during one of the worst winters the NHS 
has seen but we are not using that as an excuse. 

“Since the report we have recruited two emergency 
consultants and we have increased staff numbers in 
A&E department. There were concerns about how we 
manage sepsis and triage. We now have some of the best 
triage times in the Black Country. We have a dedicated 
sepsis team in the emergency department.” 


Hospital apologises after mother's death 


BOSSES of Russells Hall Hospital have apol¬ 
ogised to a grieving husband after a mother- 
of-six was left waiting in the Dudley hospi¬ 
tal’s accident and emergency department for 
12 hours before she later died from sepsis. 

Natalie Billingham, 33, from Tipton, died in February 
after being admitted to A&E with suspected deep vein 
thrombosis. 

Husband Stuart Billingham said the last time her six 
children saw their mother was when she got into the back 
of ambulance six weeks ago. He added: “My daughter made 
a joke saying you are not going to die are you mum and she 
said no of course not don’t be silly.” 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation trust has apologised 
after the death and launched an internal investigation. 

Julian Hobbs, the medical director of the trust, said: “I 
would like to offer my heartfelt condolences to Stuart Bill¬ 
ingham on the tragic loss of his wife Natalie, and I sincerely 
apologise on behalf of the Trust. 

“Any unexpected death in hospital is referred to the cor¬ 
oner, and we conduct our own internal investigation to see 
if any lessons can be learned. This case is subject to a full 
and thorough investigation, which I am personally leading. 
I have met with Stuart and will meet with him again once 
the investigation has concluded to share the findings with 
him.” 

Mr Hobbs continued: “This is a very rare form of sepsis 
and difficult to diagnose, and we would typically only see 
three or four cases a year in the hospital. 



Concerns raised about A&E at Russells Hall Hospital 


“We took immediate action following Natalie’s death. For 
example, our sepsis team support staff in A&E to spot the 
signs and take immediate and appropriate action. All our 
A&E staff have been retrained in sepsis management, and 
we audit sepsis four times a day so that we can intervene 
very quickly, if necessary.” 

Mr Billingham said his wife spent 12 hours in a cubi¬ 
cle before it was detected she had contracted sepsis in her 
foot. Her leg was amputated but her devastated family were 
later told the infection had spread too far and had caused 
organ failure. 

Details of the tragedy came within hours of watchdog the 


Care Quality Commission (CQC) releasing its findings that 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust needs to improve, 
warning that urgent and emergency care is ‘inadequate’. 

The trust’s overall ‘requires improvement’ rating is the 
same as in its previous inspection four years ago. But the 
CQC report downgraded rankings for effectiveness and 
leadership, which were good in 2014 but now need to im¬ 
prove. 

Inspectors levelled the harshest criticism at the trust’s 
urgent and emergency care. 

Inconsistent 

The CQC’s chief inspector of hospitals Professor Ted 
Baker said: “Our main concerns were with what we found 
in the urgent and emergency services, which we rated as 
inadequate overall. Triage processes were inconsistent 
and not exercised in line with the trust policy or national 
guidelines. 

“Patients attending the emergency department did not 
always receive robust and sufficient assessment of their 
clinical presentation and condition. This posed a significant 
risk that life threatening conditions would not be identified 
and treated as quickly as they should have been.” 

The report said: “We found cases where patients had suf¬ 
fered serious harm because of lack of implementation and 
compliance with recognised systems.” 

Professor Baker said the trust also needs to improve 
staffing levels and described its governance as ‘not robust’. 
But inspectors praised improvements maternity care and 
community services, as well as stroke care.

Parents are 
fined for 
bad parking 
near schools 


NEARLY 300 parents have been fined af¬ 
ter being caught by a spy car introduced to 
crack down on poor parking outside school 
gates. 

Parents in the Dudley borough have paid out more 
than £8,400 to date - as 284 fines were dished out 
between September 2017, and March 2018. 

The Dudley Council camera vehicle has been out on the 


streets looking for evidence 
of bad parking outside 
schools. 

The vehicle was intro¬ 
duced at the start of the new 
school term in September 
last year in a bid to improve 
children’s safety. The move 
followed complaints about 
problem parking. 

The camera only starts 
rolling when the car has 
driven over yellow zig-zag 
lines. 

Once the car leaves the 
area the camera stops roll¬ 
ing. Council officers have 
then been tasked with sift¬ 
ing through the footage to 
catch the perpetrators. 

Lives 

Alant Lunt, the council’s 
strategic director for place, 
said illegal parking by some 
motorists was ‘putting the 
lives of children at risk’. 

The most fines were 
handed out on Hillcrest 
Road, Kates Hill, near to St 
Joseph’s Primary School. 
Fines were also issued to 
parents parking in Church

Road, in Coseley, outside 
Christ Church Primary 
School. 

The spy car was also kept 
busy outside Netherton Pri¬ 
mary School on Highbridge 
Road, Netherton, Blowers 
Green Primary School on 
Blowers Green Road, Dud¬ 
ley, and Castle High School 
on St James’ Road. 

Mr Lunt said: “We take 
safety around our schools 
extremely seriously, but the 
illegal parking by some mo¬ 
torists is putting the lives of 
children at risk. 

“While, fortunately, the 
majority of drivers do park 
responsibly, there are still 
some who flout the law. The 
zig-zag lines are there for a 
reason, so children can see 
and be seen when going to 
and from school.” 

He added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to use the CCTV vehi¬ 
cle on the streets around our 
schools, to help make them 
safer.” 


Five appear in court 
charged with murder 

FIVE men accused of murdering Jaskaran Kang in Brier- 
ley Hill have appeared in Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Mr Kang, 24, from Handsworth, was found fatally 
stabbed in a flat in Stourbridge Road on January 6. 

Reggie Salmon, 20, of Stourbridge Road, Dudley, Dontay 
Ellis, 18, of no fixed abode, and Joshua Campbell, 18, of 
King Edmond Street, Dudley, all appeared harged with Mr 
Kang’s murder. Two 17-year-olds, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, also appeared at court charged with his 
murder. The five did not enter pleas and spoke only to con¬ 
firm names, addresses and dates of birth. They were re¬ 
manded in custody due to appear at crown court on May 4.

Could it be 
We really hope so 



I t’s one of the most popular new 
musicals in Britain. The Band tells the 
story of what it’s like to be in a boy 
band and was written by Tim Firth in 
conjunction with Take That stars, Gary 
Barlow, Howard Donald, Mark Owen, 
Robbie Williams. 

The show opened at Manchester Opera House in 
September to critical and public acclaim. It comes to 
Birmingham Hippodrome from May 1 to 12. 

For five 16 year-old friends in 1992, ‘the band’ is 
everything. Twenty five years on, we are reunited with 
the same group of friends, now 40-something women, as 
they try once more to fulfil their dream of meeting their 
heroes. 

Tim is delighted it’s proven so popular. “The band 
came about because Gary and I have known each other 
since pre-Take That. He went and did Take That and we 
kept in touch and then halfway through, when they first 
split up, he asked what I thought about doing a musical. 
I’d done Our House, the Madness musical, which I 
enjoyed because the lyrics and story worked. There was 
a story hidden in there. 

“At first, I wasn’t sure that was the case with Take That. 
The story and songs didn’t match up, so we ditched it. 

“And then they got reborn and this whole other 
catalogue of work emerged. It was bigger, longer and 
more mature. We were in this unique position of having 
this longevity with a gap. 

“So the idea came up of doing it again and I still said 
‘no’. But gradually that changed and the story became 
about a female character, not the band. The words Take 
That’ are never mentioned in the show.” 

SKETCH 

Tim is used to writing hits. He grew up in Warrington 
before moving to study at Cambridge University, where 
his contemporaries included David Baddiel and Sam 
Mendes. 

“David’s one of my closest friends and he was the year 
above me. I wrote all the music for his shows and then my 
own. What Cambridge does is makes you write. Writers 
learn about writing by writing. 

“We’re not novelists. If you are writing for production 
or for sketch or comedy you have to get it out in front of 
people. The great thing about all universities, not just 
Cambridge, is that. 

“But Cambridge also has a vibrant lineage, which 
encourages it. And it’s so bl**dy big; it’s like a small city 
in terms of colleges so it’s very fertile in terms of cross 
pollination. 

“You are meeting people from different backgrounds. I 
went to a comprehensive school in Warrington and ended 
up mixing with private school kids and people whose 
parents were in the business. The truth is, you have to 
brave it out and realise that you have three years to really 
use that time. Cambridge was very much a springboard.” 

One of Tim’s biggest hits was Calendar Girls. The play 
was adapted by Tim from his own film and found favour 
with audiences across the UK during its 2008/09 tour, and 
in the process broke the all time British box office record 
for a play and also continued to sell out during its West 
End residency. 

In 2010, the hit comedy embarked on a UK country 
wide tour, one of the largest ever for a play. 

Tim says: “Calendar Girls is a very unusual piece. It 
touched people. A large percentage of the audience 
would have been touched by the brushes with the illness. 
What is fascinating about it for me is that the most moving 
part was the second act where people claw their way 
back to hope. The hope and the challenging of despair 
with wit, which is what the comedy was all about, really 
connects. We all know what it’s like on stage to watch 
people suffer and die. That’s been there for thousands of 
years. 

“But the resilience of the human spirit and that fight to 
find light and comedy and repair relationships is the more 
moving. The audience are responding to hope, rather 
than despair. The tragedy is very quick in the first act. The

rest is a gradual ascent into light and optimism and hope. 

“When the idea came up for Calendar Girls, there were 
ideas of middle aged women taking their clothes off for 
a calendar, which is funny. But it won’t get you through a 
full evening. We sensed there was something else behind 
it. It’s the defiance and the ascent into light. It applies to 
all people, including those not stricken with illness. We’ve 
all suffered failures, like the break-up of a marriage, and 
then you have to decide how to react. What made the first 
one potent was that it was born out of tragedy.” 

Tim has strong connections with the West Midlands, 
having participated in courses run by the Arvon 
Foundation, which is based at the former home of 
Don’t Look Back In Anger playwrite, John Osborne, in 
Shropshire. 


“My association with them began when I spent the 
most important week of time at uni at the Lumb Bank one. 
I turned up because it was run by Willy Russell, who’d 
just written Blood Brothers. I wanted to write musicals but 
we ended up having to write dialogue and I found that I 
enjoyed it and people laughed. 

“When I went to university I went slightly with that wind 
under my wings. University is full of actors. I also met 
Sam Mendes there, who directed some of my stuff. I was 
able to learn very quickly in public what my failings and 
strengths were.”

Eight more singletons begin 
their journey to find love 


or many nine-to-five urbanites 
caught in the rat race, 
countryside living is just a pipe 
dream. But could falling in love be the 
key to making that dream a reality? 

In this new series, Sara Cox is 
going back to her farming roots in 
the hope of helping single people 
living and working in Britain’s rural 
areas find love with urbanites also 
seeking their perfect partner - as 
well as a dramatically different 
lifestyle. 

A reliance on the land for their 
livelihoods, and being based within 
small rural communities, has limited 
a lot of countryside singletons’ 
chances of finding love and 
someone to share the stunning 
scenery with. 

Over the next six weeks we will get 
to know Paul, a farmhand from 
Worcestershire, and fellow 
thirtysomethings Christine and 
Richard, both cattle and sheep 
farmers from Dumfries and 
Galloway. 

They are joined by Ed, 25, a dairy 
farmer from Lancashire, plus farrier 


Mark from Norfolk, Wendy, a pig 
farmer from Herefordshire, and 
Yorkshire farmer Pete, who are all in 
their 50s. 

Equine vet Heather, 28, from 
Yorkshire completes the line-up. 

All eight have posted their dating 
profiles online in the hope of 
attracting urban singles. 

On the other side of the coin, there 
are a growing number of city 
dwellers longing to escape the 
smoke and migrate from town to 
country every year. 

It all sounds very tempting, but what 
is the reality of adapting to a new 
back-to-basics setting away from all 
the trappings of a town or city? 

Cox joins the potential couples as 
they negotiate getting to know each 
other, while the urban love-seekers 
grapple with wellies, the wild 
outdoors and woeful Wi-Fi. 

“As a farmer’s daughter living in 
the capital I’m really excited about 
uniting rural folks with people from 
the city,” the 43-year-old presenter, 
who spent her formative years living 
on her family’s farm in Little Lever, 


near Bolton, before pursuing a 
broadcasting career in the bright 
lights of London, says. 

“I can’t wait to journey over hill 
and dale, through Britain’s glorious 
countryside on my mission to 
hopefully help love blossom for the 
people who work the land, lovingly 
tend their animals but may have 
neglected their own hearts. 

“It’s definitely tough living and 
working as a farmer,” added the 
mother-of-three. 

“You have to work such long hours 
on the farm and if you are in the 
middle of nowhere, it doesn’t leave 
much time to go out looking for love. 

“Obviously whomever you do find 
has to realise that farming is a 
vocation, you’ve got to love it and 
love the land. 

“It’s a big responsibility, it’s hard 
work and you’ve got a lot of animals 
or crops to look after. Love In the 
Countryside is such a brilliant idea... ” 

So once the singletons have been 
matched up, will the change in pace 
be everything the city dwellers had 
always imagined?

AS I set up my mat between ancient trees 
that poke through the circular wooden 
Armonia yoga deck - which means harmony 
in Greek - my lungs are grateful for the fresh 
mountain, forest and sea air. 

I perform sun salutations while birds chirp away 
in the treetops, and waves softly crash on the shore 
below. I’m watched solemnly by one of around a dozen 
adopted cats that roam F Zeen resort. 

Hidden away on an Ionian hillside, in the shadow of 
Mount Ainos, nestled into sloping forest that rolls down 
onto Lourdas seafront, this adult-only wellness retreat 
enjoys the best of Kefalonia’s bewitching landscapes. 
Why is Kefalonia a recharge retreat? 

Kefalonia - the largest of the cluster of Ionian Islands 
dotted along the west coast of the Greek mainland - is 
also one of the least densely populated. It is incredibly 
green and lush, with Mount Ainos - the dramatic 
backdrop that towers above F Zeen - classified as the 
only national park on a Greek island. 

What’s the F Zeen story? 

F Zeen was a term in ancient Greek used to sum up 
‘the good life’, and the resort does everything it can 
to promote that. Open for its first full season in 2016, 
it’s truly a family affair, with mother, father, sons and 
daughter all involved in the day-to-day running. 

Matriarch Suzanne Koumoudos, who with her Greek 
husband Dennis owns a sprawling collection of luxury 
Kefalonian villas, tells me that food has always been 
a huge family passion, and that when they went on 
holiday, they were always looking for a hotel with a gym, 
so they could indulge. 

And so the idea for F Zeen was born. With pared back 
yet luxurious nature-inspired rooms, three freshwater 
swimming pools, Jacuzzis, a spa, daily group gym and 
yoga classes, it’s an inspiring place to slow down and 
reconnect with yourself. 



Do you need to be a yoga bunny to enjoy the space? 

Yoga teacher Anastasia Koumoudos gently guides 
groups through a series of rejuvenating and relaxing 
poses, but guests can use the equipment whenever they 
like. For the more adventurous, aerial yoga sessions can 
be arranged. 

A split-level outdoor gym - complete with cardio 
machines, free weights, personal training sessions and 
a sublime sea view - is also available. Steps away from 
the retreat at F Zeen’s on-the-beach activity hub, guests 
can take out paddleboards and kayaks for no extra cost. 


They can also borrow bikes and maps of local hikes. 

What’s the spa like? 

The spa uses organic seaweed from the Irish Sea, 
sourced by the family-run company Voya. A small team 
of therapists use hand-harvested leaves in treatments, 
including baths, massages, masks and wraps for their 
antioxidant and anti-ageing properties. 

What’s the food like? 

F Zeen now boasts two restaurants which offer 
healthy Greek dishes with a modern twist, using recipes 
passed down by the Koumoudos family’s grandmother. 


What else is there to do? 

Kefalonia is famed for its honey, and a trip to the 
nearby Dias Apiary (£14) - a 20-minute drive from the 
retreat - proves to be an unexpected delight. We hear 
fascinating anecdotes about the winged creatures 
‘dancing’. 

If bees aren’t your thing, a plethora of other activities 
are on offer. The ruins of the Sissia monastery are just 
over a 30-minute walk away. The monastery is believed 
to have been founded by St Francis of Assisi in the 13th 
century.

Good looking with sporty tweaks

The Vauxhall Insignia GSi brings us right 
back to the days when the roads weren’t 
crowded with cars, the motorways weren’t 
constantly at a standstill and driving still 
had an element of fun. 

With improved rigidity and much lighter 
than the previous holder of the ‘performance’ 
rosette, the Insignia VXR*, this new model 
handles brilliantly, whether on the track or the 
open road - remember them? 

It is available either as a Grand Sport 
hatchback or a Sports Tourer estate. Both are 
good looking, with aerodynamic styling; the 
added sporty tweaks and twirls and serious 
re-engineering have combined to make 
this a driving experience which balances 
performance and comfort - flattering some 
and stretching others. 

Styling cues include GSi front and rear body 
styling and side sills with a large rear spoiler, 
20-inch alloys and tinted rear windows. 

The chassis has been lowered by 10mm 
as compared to the standard Insignia, while 
special springs, dampers, tyres, wheel hubs, 
stabilizer bar, Brembo brakes and drive shafts 
have all been added with performance in 
mind. In addition, Vauxhall has tweaked its 
FlexRide chassis specially for the GSi so that 
steering response, suspension damping and 
the torque-vectoring all-wheel drive system 
can be adjusted by selecting Normal, Tour or 
Sport. 

For those for whom speed is an essential 
element, there is an ESC Competitive mode 
which is engaged by double-pressing the 
ESC button, allowing confident drivers to

‘achieve maximum cornering speeds on 
a circuit. It allows for greater slip angles to 
match a more aggressive driving style.’ 

Engine choices are very straightforward - 
2.0litre turbo petrol or 2.0litre bi-turbo diesel. 
The latter 21 Ops unit produces 480 Nm of 
torque at 1,500 rpm and has atop speed of 
145mph. 

For those who like the techie stuff, during 
normal driving the engine is in two-stage 
mode so there is super sharp throttle 
response. At high speeds, it switches over 
to single-stage for maximum airflow and 
efficiency. The petrol unit is no slouch either, 
packing as it does 260ps/400Nm of torque 
with atop speed red lining at 155mph. 

Both are married to a super smooth 
eight-speed automatic transmission with 
parameters tweaked for optimum shift points, 
with paddles included as standard. 

Expect an average 40.4mpg from the diesel 
and 32.8mpg from the petrol. 


Inside, the sporty intentions are evident 
from the moment the door is opened - metal 
pedals, heated flat bottomed steering wheel 
and specially designed leather sports seats. 
These at first look and feel as if they are 
gripping in all the wrong places. 

Two hours later, after a drive encompassing 
a mixture of highway, byways and motorways, 
you’ll emerge and realise they were a perfect 
fit. 

On the road the GSi proved pacey and 


precise, with stunningly solid road holding, 
and unwavering composure. 

Prices start at £32,975 for the Grand Sport 
and £34,475 for the Sports Tourer which 
includes a very decent amount of kit as well 
as that brilliantly balanced, dynamic driving 
experience. 

Standard spec includes an excellent head- 
up display, navigation, leather sport seats, 
heated front and outer seats plus drive and 
passenger massage facility. 


Optional extras worth considering are 
the sunroofs (£705 for the Grand Sport and 
£960 for the Sport Tourer), the rear-view 
camera at £350, and the wireless charger at 
£160. 

* The introduction of GSi does not signal the 
end of VXR, says Vauxhall, adding: “The VXR 
is a “hardcore” sports car, one that is ready 
for weekend outings on a race track. We are 
continuing to evaluate what future VXR models 
might be like.”

We can bounce back, but 
only with funding - Allen 


A LACK of Government funding for bas¬ 
ketball across the UK is nearing critical 
levels. 

That’s according to Clive Allen, who enjoyed 
a stellar two-decade career in the British Bas¬ 
ketball League (BBL), and is now one of the 
most prominent coaches in the Black Country. 

Basketball, although an American import, is now 
the second most played team sport in the country - 
only behind football. 

The game is played on the streets, on courts in 
parks and at sports centre across the country, par¬ 
ticular in urban areas. 

Dudley-born Allen, who played for the now defunct 
Birmingham Bullets for 15 years, winning two cham¬ 
pionship titles, is now head coach of the basketball 
section at Sporting Club Albion, which in turn forms 
part of the Albion Foundation. 

With a rich background in playing and coaching in 
the game, he has been in prime position to see how 
lack of funding has affected the sport he loves. 

Thousands 

“We have never really got a lot of funding from the 
Government, especially when compared with foot¬ 
ball,” said Allen, whose funding for his team comes di¬ 
rectly from the West Bromwich Albion Football Club. 

“It becomes so relevant from my position where I 
can see all the money flowing in - football gets thou¬ 
sands and we get nothing. 

“All my team funding comes through West Brom 
and the basketball players themselves.” 

Sports Minister Tracey Crouch recently said she 
held ‘positive and constructive’ talks with British bas¬ 
ketball representatives about concerns over funding. 

The meeting followed criticism the sport received 
nothing from UK Sport and warnings the national 
teams were close to folding. 

UK Sport basis its funding on medal prospects and 
Allen said basketball found itself in a ‘chicken and 
egg’ situation. 

“We don’t get any money because of the medal 
prospects but we won’t win medals without any fund¬ 
ing,” he said.

“There are so many people participating in basket¬ 
ball with clubs all over the country but it desperately 
needs more funding. Money is only going to the sports 
that are performing well but we are never going to do 
well in the Olympics without any money. 

“We have some good players now mainly playing in 
the US and even in the NBA but England and Great 
Britain cannot afford the insurance needed to bring 
them back to play from their clubs for the country.” 

Britain’s finest export is arguably Luol Deng, who 
now plays for the LA Lakers in the NBA. 

He helped Team GB reach the London Olympics 
but now the national side cannot afford to cover his 
insurance and get him to play. 

“We want the best players playing over here but 
we’re not getting the money to do it,” said Allen, 
whose daughter Dominique was part of the Team 
England side that won silver for basketball in the 
Commonwealth Games in Australia. 

“If we could get all our best players back we would 
have a strong squad. 

“Basketball is still a growing sport and there are so 
many kids taking part all over the country. 

“And, no disrespect to other sports, but you also see 
how much is pumped into the likes of netball and it’s 
very frustrating. Why can’t we at least get some of it? 

“When I’m running a session it costs about £50 to 
hire the court out for about an hour so then you’re 
having to charge the kids £4 to £5 for the session.” 

The West Brom basketball teams have expanded 
from two to 12 since Allen took over in 2009, cover¬ 


ing U14s up to the men’s, which are now linked with 
Dudley College, Sandwell College and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton University. 

Allen said the lack of BBL teams in the West Mid¬ 
lands area - with Leicester Riders and Worcester 
Wolves currently the nearest clubs to the Black Coun¬ 
try and Birmingham - was affecting funding and the 
direction of the sport locally. 

The Bullets folded in 2006 as did the Birmingham 
Panthers and Birmingham Knights franchises soon 
after. 

“Birmingham hasn’t had its own team now for 
more well over five years so when you’re trying to 
promote basketball in schools, colleges and universi¬ 
ties it gets more difficult when there’s no support or 
path for them to follow,” he said. 

“A football camp can get anything up to 300 kids 
coming along but we’ll be lucky to get 50. The football 
fans can meet the players and tour the stadium. 

“The closest we have are Worcester Wolves or 
Leicester Riders. 

Rockets 

“The BBL Cup final is held at Arena Birmingham, 
which is something for the city, but none of the teams 
who make the finals are going to be local to the area. 

“It’s vital we get a team back up and running again 
to represent and support the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham.” 

Allen, who won five England caps, said the best op¬ 
tion for the region appeared to be the City of Birming¬ 
ham Rockets Basketball Club. 

The potential relaunch has also received backing of 
former NBA star Hakeem Olajuwon, renowned as one 
of the finest ever players to grace the game. 

Allen said: “His daughter goes to university in Bir¬ 
mingham and he bought a property over here and is 
interested in supporting the move. 

“The team could be called the Birmingham Rock¬ 
ets in recognition of his time playing for the Houston 
Rockets in the NBA. It’s early days but that seems to 
be the most promising option at present.”

More evidence call 
over fans’ standing 

THE Premier League said more evidence is needed before safe-standing 
can be introduced at top flight games.

The research, conducted by polling firm Populus over the last 16 months, 
was discussed by club chiefs at the Premier League shareholders’ meeting 
in London. Last week it emerged that sports minister Tracey Crouch re¬ 
jected a request from Albion to install 3,600 rail seats at The Hawthorns. 

She later said she was “not convinced” of the arguments for repealing the 
all-seater rule, believing only a “vocal minority” want to stand and clubs 
should use existing legislation to force fans who persistently stand to sit 
down. This prompted an angry response from the English Football League, 
the Football Supporters’ Federation (FSF), West Brom’s safety officer and 
fans across the country, with an online petition for safe standing on the 
government’s website attracting almost 65,000 supporters in a week.
